Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As confirmed by the applicant's arguments, the 
motivation to combine is found in Lipton (column 2, line 49-51 ) a secondary reference in the 103(a) rejection. As stated in the rejection 
both Collins and Simon teach that a request is made for data from a server, which is an intermediate network device. Lipton discloses 
that a font subset is generated at the time a request for imaging (printing), which is a request for content by the imaging or printing 
system, thus as disclosed the "modified electronic content" is created when the request for content is made. 
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
